McPhorson) that there wore about two thou- 
sand wagons on tho road, Mr. Logan said 
every army man knqw it would bo iir.possiblo 
to put two thousaud3~wagon upon nine m:lo3 
of load.

A .<huet of tin eight feet by two and a halt' is 


taken to tho cutting shears and cut up into 
pieces the size ol' the horse or other aiiinml 
intended to be cutjnadu from it. These pieces 
are equally divided into rights and k-t'ts. 
As 


plain pieces of tin they are then taken to what 
are called the drops, where a die is placed 
between two uprights posts and a heavy 
weight descends and tho ploeo of tin instan- 
taneously assumes tho shape of a horse or 
whatever other animal is intended to be de- 
piciod. This however, is but half the unimal. 
A reverse die gives the other half, and both 
having been put through a machine that cuts 
away the wuportltious tin inside the outline of 
the figure have their concave sui-fate brought 
exactly together and set and soldered. 
When 


this is done they arc taken to another part of 
the building, aiid if horses they arc harnessed 
to wagons or placed on platforms. 
After this 


they are thoroughly examined to see that they 
are properly made, and then taken to tho top 
lloor, whore they arc given to girls to trim 
and paint.

The 
rsviow is ouo which our people can justly 
fool proud, for it shows that capital has 
boon active during the year, and that our 
manufacturers Lave not o:i!y been busy, 
but that they havo contributed immense- 
ly to tho material prosperity of Janes- 
ville. There havo been but few losses, 
and very many gains. No crippling dis- 
asters have visited tbo city. There have 
been no failures to check the progress of 
trade or other industries; but steadily on 
have moved the merchant and the manu- 
facturer—both bending their fullest en- 
ergy to develop their greatest possibili- 
ties. What tho net result has been, the 
facts and figures presented below will 
clearly show. 


THE COTTON l-.VCToKY. 


There has been no lacking of energy 


to push this remarkably successful man- 
ufacturing industry to its utmost capacity 
during tho present year.

mand for cotton goods made by this mill 
had outgrown tho capacity of the original 
looms, a substantial frame addition, in 
which was put in operation 200 looms, was 
built.
